In  social  iPRislatlon  are  emphaslied  In  connec- 
tion with  the  Labor  Oovernment'a  new  unem- 
'ployment  Iniurance  bUl.  Between  the  Armistkf 
and  tho  end  of  1928  a  sum  of  £363.460,000  was 
■plent  In  unemployment  benefit:  £62,448,000  In 
o«t-of-work  dooatkm*  and  £72.722.000  in  Poor 
i.aw  rrllpf  a  total  of  £498.630,000.  The  Labor 
aovernmenls  Bill  provides  that  rates  of  benefit 
for  young  peifona  are  to  be  increased  subatan- 
tlally  and  Ihr  allowance  for  adult  dependents  l8 
to  be  raised  from  seven  slillliiiKS  to  nine  shillings 
a  week.  Theae  reforms  In  the  matter  of  unem- 
ployment Insurance  will  mean  an  additional  cost 
of  £12,000,000  per  annum. 

In  Great  Britain  the  eUborate  schemes 
brought  forward  by  the  Labor  Party,  Involving 
new  heavy  expenses  for  the  taxpayers,  have  di- 
vided the  country  Into  two  camps.  One  section 
of  thought  believes  that  Industry  cannot  .stand 
the  drain  of  social  legislation.  The  other  section 
Is  persuaded  that  what  the  Labor  Oovemraent 
is  now  doing  Is  just  a  first  Instalment  and  that 
other  legislation,  more  elaborate  still,  will  follow 
In  due  course.  The  Dally  BerakL  the  organ  of 
the  Labor  Party,  says  the  new  Unemploymeat 
Insurance  Bill  Is  but  a  stop-gap  measure.  What 
is  Intended  ultimately  Is  a  drastic  reorganisation 
of  the  whole  scheme  of  unemployed  insurance. 

The  policy  of  the  Labor  Government  would 
Hpi)ear  to  be  to  reduce  naval  defences  and  to  use 
tl.i  money  thus  saved  In  the  form  of  doles.  Mr. 
anowden,  In  spealcing  to  the  Cutlers  of  Shef- 
field, said  the  last  thing  a  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer wuiits  to  do  Is  to  add  to  the  burden  of 
taxation.  He  says  taxation  will  only  be  Increased 
If  It  Is  a  case  of  sheer  necessity.  Now  the  "sheer 
necessities,"  Implied  by  the  Labor  Government  s 
pollcle."!.  are  being  plied  up,  for  as  well  the  in- 
creased doles  under  unemployment  Insurance 
there  la  Incrsased  provision  for  widows  and  or- 
phans to  the  extent  of  £20,000,000  per  annum 
The  Labor  Government's  way  to  "cure  "  unem- 
l^ymtnl  la  M  stifle  self -aethrlty  W  Stoles. 

•"■Politicians  nowadays  everywhere  are  doing  a 
good  deal  of  Hp  service  on  the  subject  of  econ- 
omy, la  Great  Britain  the  Labor  Government  Is 
Increasing  expenditure  which  taxation  mu.5t  pro- 
vide! and  is  thereby  making  it  harder  to  bring 
atibot  an  Industrial  revival. ,  A  new  orgy  of 
spending  l.s  in  progress  which  iThe  Sunday  Times 
says,  "is  aggravating  Instead  of  curing  the  dis- 
ease. Resolute  saving  might  cure  unemploy- 
ment; reckle.ss  spending  on  benefits  may  make 
the  unemployed  more  comfortable,  but  It  will 
never  ira*  them  ti  employmeni.  The  Lalbor  Gov- 
ernmrnt  ha.*?  no  mandate  from  the  country  to 
Increase  social  services.  When  It  came  into  office 
the  capital  UabllHIes  on  Widows'  and  Old  Age 
P  c  n  .s  1  o  u  .s  legislation  were  estimated  at 
£746,000,000.  Now  they  have  been  Increased  to

Referring  tO  the  trend  of  Increased  expendi- 
tures for  doles  and  other  social  legislation  The 
Sheffield  Telegraph  says:  "The  money  will  be 
squeeaed  out  of  the  taxpayer  and  indu.stiy  al- 
though the  unemployment  Insurance  fund  is 
nominally  on  a  cortrtbutory  basis.  The  vicious 
circle  in  which  the  relief  of  unemployment  Is  a 
heavy  charge  on  Industry,  which  In  turn  leads  to 
more  unemployment,  will  thus  be  Intensified. 
The  moral  damage  that  may  result  from  this  at- 
teoUJt  to  standardize  the  whole  country  on  'Work 
or  Maintenance'  lines  Is  not  less  grave.  Charac- 
ters originally  robust  may  In  time  succumb  to 
the  temptation  of  obtaining  something  for  noth- 
ing Dut  the  effecU  of  this  temptation  on  the 
unformed  characters  of  children  of  fifteen  may 
well  shock  the  mlnd.s  of  those  who  contemplate 
them.  For  these  children  will  begin  life  in  an 
atmosphere  of  pauperism,  and  If  they  follow  the 
example  of  number.^  of  young  persons  who  have 
already  married  on  unemployment  benefit  or 
Poor  Law  relief,  pauperism  may  be  seen  working 
to  propagate  and  perpetunte  Itself."

LEAOOI  or  NATimrS  IJIflON 

The  composition  of  the.  League  of  Nations 
Union  In  CKreat  Britain  Is*  the  subject  of  some 

crltlcl.sm.  and  perhaps  the  crltlcLsna  extend.s  to 
that  organization  in  a  wider  sense.  It  la  said  to 
suffer  from  some  fundamental  defects.  One  Is 
that  It  has  not  the  support  of  the  moderate 
people.  This  Is  because  It  is  the  refuge  of  too 
many  cranks  and  Intematlonallsta.  In  Great 
Britain  these  two  types,  and  they  often  consti- 
tute one  type,  are  strongly  represented  on  the 
governing  body,  and  they  proportionately  weaken 
the  Influence  of  the  union.  One  critic  polnte  out 
that  the  people  of  Great  Britain  are  neither  war- 
mongers nor  paclflsta,  but  until  the  moderate 
element  Is  adequately  represented  In  the  direc- 
tion of  activities  of  the  League  they  will  not  sup- 
port It  whole-heartedly. 

Further,  It  seems  that  publicity  for  the 
League  of  Nations  Union  la  111  directed  Publicity 
is  a  highly  organised  subiect  which  should  be  in 
the  hands  of  those  of  long  and  snoeessful 

experience  It  l.s  not  .so  where  the  League  of  Na- 
tions Union  is  concerned.  There  are  too  many  well- 
meaning  amateurs  engaged  In  the  work  of  the 
body,  who.  whatever  their  motives,  fall  to  grasp 
the  character  of  public  oplnlbn.  The  organisa- 
tion, too,  wan  to  sound  administrators,  not  those 
who  only  Indulge  in  vague,  ideall.stic  discussion. 
Among  newspapers  the  League  of  Nations  Union 
Is  ceasing  to  be  regarded  as  a  source  of  news  be- 
cause It  Is  Indulging  too  much  in  undiluted 
propaganda,  a  type  of  publicity  which  Is  resented 
by  the  press  of  all  the  world.
